the Bay of Bengal. Of this total area of 93,664 square 
miles, 3,283 are cultivated. This isan increase over 
1869-70 when 3,105 miles were under cultivation ; but 
it is only 3°5 per cent, of the total area and 9°2 per 
cent of the eulturable area, which is 35,588 equare 
miles, In Pegu alone thero are no less than 15,315 
square miles of culturable waste land, which only 
requires population to become as fertile perhaps as 
any in the world. |

102. Vaccination was carried out during. the 
year by a department constituted in the same man- 
ner as in the previous year, that is under a General 
Superintendent with two special Native Superinten- 
dents and forty vaccinators ;_ the various Civil Medi- 
cal officers being L'c-ofie‘o Superintendents of 
Vaccination within their own districts. 
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and have therefore not been included. _ Of the total 
number of cases vaccinated by the department $2,625 


were primary, and 579 secondary operations, of the 
fonucr 7,929 were successful, and of the latter 3,564. 
The increase in the latter from 196 in the previous 
year to 519 in the year of report is satisfactory as 
indicating a feeling of confidence on the part o the 
people in the benefits of vaccination. Out of the total 
numbers of primary vaccination, 13,482 were males 
and 9,143 were females—the sex of those who were 
re-vaccinated is not stated in the returns—and as re- 
cards age 2,579 were under, and 2,046 above one 


year old. 
405. The outlay for the year was £736-9 against ours. 


£691-9 during the previous year, showing an increase 
of £45 in the expenditure on account of the depart- 


ment, but as the number vaccinated during the year 
was so much in excess of the number in the id 
1869-70 the cost per successful case was 74 
ls 44d. less than in the previous year. 
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
